OAKLAND - It seems ironic that while 
the demand for culturally sensitive social 
Services has never been greater, many 
Asian agencies areinalife and death 
Struggle for SurvVival. The latest victim of 
funding cutbacks is Oakjland s Asian Mult 
Services [AMS, formerly Asian Manpower 
Services] which announced this week that it 
had closed it's doors effective April 15.

Former Executive DireEtor Terry 
Bautista concurred “what performance- 
based contracts meant was that agencies 
had to perform the services first and then 
WwWait for their reimbursements. For an 
agency like ours which provided only 
employment and training Services and had 
few other funding sources, the cash flow 
Problems became extreme.” 


“The Bay Area Urban League, the 
Edith Austin Skills Center, the Spanlsh- 
Speaking Unity Councl, and Oakland 
Chinese Community Council，have all 
either stopped providing their employment 
and training prOgrams Or drasticaly cut 
back,”said Bautista.“The performance- 
based contracts coupled with a serious 
reduction in administrative funding has just 
made it impossible for agencies to provide 
the SerVices:” 

AMS originally started under the: 
auspicessathe CETA [Comprehensive 
Employment Training AcbU which allocated 
asetamount to each agency, gave it Start-up 
monies and then reimbursed for overhead 
and expenses on a monthly basis. In about 
1982, CETA was replaced by JIPA [Joint 
Training Partnership Actl] which created a 
formal relationship with private industry.

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Major Questions Unresolved in 


UCLA Prof. Nakanishis Bias Case 


LOS ANGELES - Despite the fact that 
UCLA has inituated a new review of UCLA 
Education Professor Don Nakanishi s 
application for tenure, major questions of 
bias remain unanswered, according to one 
of Nakanishi s Supporters, attorney Stewart 
Kwoh, director of Asian Pacific American 
Lecgal Centsr in LA， 

The bias issue vas raised by Nakanishi， 
aftcr the university's Initial rejection of his 
Promotion in the Summer of 1987. 天 woh 
explained the Importance of these “unre- 
Solved questions.… 

“Basically we are in a posltion where 
UCLA Vice-Chancellor Harold Horowitz 
has decided to form a committee to conduct 
anew review of Don' s case, while stl 
denying that major Irregularities occurred 
in the first revliew process. 

“Horowitz ls attempting to ignore the 


findings of his campus” own investigative 
committee.”Kwoh noted that the UCLA 
Committee on Privilege and Tenure, based 
on its full investigation of Nakanishi s 
grievancc, found that he had received highly 
irregular treatment in his first review. 

The evidence was“so Overwhclming， 
according to 玉 woh, that the committee 
made one if its rare judgements in favor of a 
faculty member, ruling that Nakanishi had 
established a Drizaa jcie case for his 
grievance. 开 woh Said the”“irregular treat- 
ment” included active lobbying of Graduate 
School of Education Dean Lewis 9olmon 
against Nakanishi's promotion, the creation 
of a biased review committee, and the total 
dismissal of all outside letters by Scholars in 
the field who unanimously praised the 
“pathbreaking nature”of his research on 
Asian Americans. 


Duty Free Shoppers Settles Discrimination Complaint 


SAN FRANCISCO - Duty Free 
Shoppers on Geary Street has settled a 
public accommodations complaint filed last 
year with the State Department Of Fair 
Empioyment [DEFEH] by Chinese for 


Affirmative Action [CAA] and the NAACP. 


Duty Free's discriminatory business 
practices came to light after an Emmy 
award-winning feature was broadcast On 
KRON-TV, Channel 4, by Ieporter Vic Lee 
last September. 

The store caters primarily to Japanecse 
iourists. Lee observed that whenever black 
customers walked into the store, Duty Free 
employees discouraged them from patroniz- 
ing the store or required blacks to produce 
passport identification to purchase an item. 

“These buisiness practices by Duty Free 
Shoppers were both discriminatory and 
highly inflammatory，”said CAA executive 
director Henry Der. “Even though no Asian 
American was in any way TeSponsiblc for 
thcse practices, the potential for deteriora- 
tion in race relations bctween blacks and 
AsSian Amcricans in the Bay Area was Teal.… 


DEFEH investigators documented the 
questionable practices of Duty Free against 
black and non-Japanese customers. After 
negotiations among Duty Free, DFEH, CAA 
and NAACP, Duty Free has agreed to: 
develop and implement no later than Oct 1， 
a cross-cultural training program for all Bay 
Area employees; develop a Japanese 
language training Program for Bay Area 
employees Who do not SpeakjJapanese; and 
establish and administer in 1988 a scholar- 
ship/job training program for high school 
and community college Students concerning 
the language skills and cultural practices 
needed for reltall interaction with customers 
from Japan. 

Duty Free also agreed to postand 
distribute to all Bay Area employees a writ- 
ten policy Statement affirming non-discrimi- 
nation In employment and in Services to the 
public. Finally, Duty Free will provide 
$30,000 to civil rights programs. Students 
intcrested in participaung in the Scholarship/ 
job training program, can writec CAA, 17 
Walter Lum Place, SF, CA 94108.

The ruling applies toevery gas,electricand telephone 
utility with gross annual rcvenues of more than $25 million. The decision will mean $1.2 


billion a year in contracts and will be a precedent for other utilities across the country.

Berkeley Prof. Chang-lin Tien Accepts No. Two Post at UC Irvine

BERKELEY - After a four-month 
nationwide search, UC Irvine has chosen a 
prominent UC Berkeley professor as its 
new executive Vice chancellor. 

EChang-lin Tien, an endowed chair 
professor in mechanical engineering and 
former vice chancellor of research atUC 


Berkeley, was recommended by UC Irvine 
chancellor Jack W. Peltason. Tien accepted 
the offer Apnl 27. 

Tien's appointment to the number two 
administrative postat Irvine is scheduled 
for final approval by the UC Board of 
Regents next month. 

Tien, 392, will succeed William 
Lillyman, who has been Irvine”s vice 
chancellor since 1981. Lillyman will tcach 
German full time after a short leave. 

Tien is nationally renowned for his 


work with thermal radiation and other 


3asSpects of heat transfer. He has been 
elected to the National Academy of 
Engineering and received Berkeley'”s 


Charzg-1n Tie 


Distinguished Teaching Award. 

Under Tien's leadership as vice 
chancellor of research from 1983 to 1986， 
Tesearch grants from government and 
private Sources increased dramaticaliy and 
topped more than $100 million annually. 

Pointing to the tremendous growth that 
has occurred at Irvine Over the past 20 
years, Tien Said that one of the major 


challenges he faces ls to provide quality 
education to student body of over 15,000. 

“Over the last 10 years, Irvine has been 
expanding a lot. One of my major objec- 
tives is to elevate the qualjty of academic 
programs to higher levels, Tien Sald. 

Tien, who currently 1s a member of the 
Berkeley Academic 9enate's Special 
Committee on Asian American Admis- 
Sions, added that issues affecting Asian 
Students will also be one of his primary 
concerns, Since Asians comprise 35% of 
Irvine s undergraduate population - the 
highest proportion at any of the nine UC 
Campuses. Tien Said that Irvine faces 
Ietention problems Similar to those at 
Berkeley, and that he would work towards 
Improving low retention rates among 
minority Students.

Assessing Asian Americqa 


Nine ycarsago,Iwroteacommentary on 
the state of Asian America for EastWest on 
the eve of the fairst Asian Pacific American 
Hecritage Week. 

Here we are, in the midst of the 9th Asian 
Pacific Amertcan Heritage Week, andTm 
wondering what, if anything, has changed. 

Lots and nothing. 

One maljor change is the sheernumber of 
Asian and Pacific Americans. In 1979, Asian 
Americans made up abouttwo percentofthe 
Us population. Today, it's about three per- 
ccnt.Thatmaynotseemlikcabigchange,but 
in percentage terms (about a S$0 percent in- 
Creasc), it 1S. 

More Significarit is the concentration of 
thc Asian American population. Hawaii, a 
Spccial case, has a majority Asian American 
population.California，the nation"Ss most 
populous state, is about Seven Percent Asian 
Amecrican, and projected to be about 12 per- 
centby the year 2000. New York and Texas 
arc two other blg states experiencing sharp 
increases In Asian Americans. 

With largernumbers come powerin poli- 
tics, economailcs and culture. Nine years 3g0， 
Asian Americans didn?thave areputation of 
being powerful. Today，that perception is 
changing, especially in the world of politics. 

AsTve written here Several times the past 
year,Idetectan awakening political Rip Van 
Winkle in the Asian American community. 

Itis difficutt to quantify this nascent 
movement in a way thatwill impress alot of 
people. Our registration figurcs and voting 
patterns are largely immeasurable. Thcre s 
now 3a fresh confdence，however， in the 
possibilitiecs of political empowerment. This 
confidence wasn't there in 1979. 

The galaxy of political personalties 1S 
somcwhat different SS.I，Hayakawa，the 
mavcrick Republican US senator from Cali- 
fornia，has lcft the political scene，thank 
goodness. 

Today, there are two Asian Amcrican 
senators，both representing Special-case 
Hawaii，Daniel Inouye and Spark Matsu- 
naga. Inouye has a shot at becoming Senate 
Majority Leader, a powerful post Norman 
Mincta and Bob Matsul, then as now, COn- 
tinuc to Serve as a US representatives from 
San Jose and Sacramento, Tespectively. 

But S.B. Woo wasn't a political entity 
thcn. Hec is now 一 lieutenant governor of 
Declaware and hoping to be the Democratic 
candidate for US senator from that state. 

California's March Fong Eu has been 
arolind awhile, but Irene Natividad's ascen- 
sion as a promincnt national political 和 gure 
has come since 1979.The Filipina American 


ijS cxecutive director of the National 


Women' s Political Caucus. 

Michael Woo's leap onto the political 
Scene in LOoS Angeles 一 hc's the first Asian 
American city council member there 一 has 
also come since 1979. Some 0bservers lo0K 
on Woo with a combination of admiration 
andjealousy. They view him as arising Star， 
but Lve heard grumblings about his media- 
grabbing propensities，Sometimes that s 
whatittakes,though 一 anego-Strong person 
to forge a clear identity as a leader. 

San Francisco is more muddled. Tom 
Hsieh today is a city and county Supervisor， 
but he was appointed, like Gordon Lau and 
George Chinn were before him in past eras. 
Only some Asian American Democrats Sup- 
porthim,though.ItCSspuzzlingthatacity with 
a 30 percent Asian and Pacific American 
population can't seem to elecl an Asian 
American to its highest :goveming body. 
Besides，San Francisco's Asian American 
politics are highly factionallized 一 atribute， 


inaperverse way,tothedepthandbreadth of 
the city's Asian Americans. 


During the recent miayoral election, both 
candidates lined up influential Asian Ameri- 
cans. Rose Pak, a veteran Chinatown politi- 
cal operative, came outthe winner when her 
favorite, Art Agnos, won， 

In the pastb Asian American politicians 
were anomalies. They didn't need the Asian 
American vote because it was SO tiny， 

Now that the numbers are growing, how- 
ever, Asian American and other politicians 
mustnecessarily pay Some attcntion to Asian 
American communities. TI don't foresee 纪 - 
ture bloc voling, but if activists Succeed in 
getting more Asian Americans registered， 
andeventuallytothepolls,theninlocalraces 
incities whereAsian Americans areasignifi- 
cantprescence, thisnewgroup ofvoters could 
makeablg diffterence. 

Joining the mainstream political battle 
hasbeen anevolutionary,andnotnecessarily 
an easy，Pprocess for Asian Americans. 人 A 
long history of institutionalized discrimina- 
tion has made Asian Americans naturally 
gun-shy. But the biggest change today from 
nine yearsago,inmyestimation,lis therecog- 
nition by a number of Savvy Asian Ameri- 
cans that political power is the best route to 
insuring afair share ofthe American dream， 
Or Whatever' s left of it， 

Political progress ismtthe only measure 
of growth for Asian Americans Since 1979. 

In economics, lots has happened. Nine 
years ago0, We Only were catching a glimpse 
of how Asian newcomers, principally Viet- 
namese，Cambodian and Laotian refugees， 
Were transforming Some depressed neigh- 


borhoods and how they were resuscitating 


人 
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dyingbusiness districts. Today,that glimpse 
is fully wide-screen and in technicolor,play- 
ing in almost every major city， 

The remarkable adjustment many Asian 
newcomers have made to tough American 
Cities has been tempered by, in Some cases， 
hostility and，in rare cases，violence. Yet 
they persevere, a tribute to their resllijence. 

Large-scale Asian investment in the US， 
such as in office buildings,expensive homes 
and other real estate,has long beenatopic of 
conversation among Some Americans. That 
investment continues, as a weakening dollar 
in recent months has made the Us an even 
grcater investment lure. For instance，the 
Japanese have been making headlines for 
gobbling up chunks ofHawaiil. And the flow 
of big dollars from Hong Kong and Iaiwan 
to America never Seems to quit. 

On another level, Asian Americans are 
moving up the ranks of corporate America. 
Some have greatly prospered through en- 
trepreneurial derring-do，Pparticularly 了 


California's Silicon Valley. But countlesS- 


numbers of So-called“yappies ”一 or young 
Asian professionals [upwardly mobile，of 
course] 一 populate middle tiers of giant 
companies, such as IJBM, Bank of America， 
andPacific Bell. Nine years ago, there cer- 
tainly weren't as many of these ambitious， 
careerists. NOw the question is, how many 
will ascend to the executive Suitesy》 

Asian Americans have been SOlid profes- 
Sionals for years in law, medicine，Science 
and engineering. That trend has continued 
during the pastnine years， 

One must also note advances in media 
and entertainment. As I said in my last col- 
umn, SoOmeprogresShasbeenmadeforAsian 
Americans in the commercial movie indus- 
try,but stereotypes persistand Asian Ameri-

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The dry goods stores were predominantly run by people from the 
Chung Shan district，According to Mary Winag，many had gotten 
their start from Joe Shoong (who was from Chungshan)，working 
at his National Dollar Stores or clothing factories.， ”Some stayed 
with the company，working their way up to management (a Signi- 
ficant fact，in view of the limited career Opportunities opened to 
Chinese at this time)，while others went on to open their own 
buslinesses. 

Another development during the thirties was the supermarket. 
Holsum Market and New Vallejo Market were among the 
Chinese-owned and -run Supermarkets (the latter is still in busi- 
ness)， IThis was during the time that chains such as Safeway and 


Purity were opening in Vallejo，The Chinese supermarkets in 
Vallejo, however, did not expand，unlike the very successful Bel 
Air and Jumbo markets in the Sacramento area. 

As the number of families in the Chinese community in 
Vallejo increased, a number of community organizations began 
to form. Among the earliest formal organizations in the com- 
munity were the Hop Sing Tong and the Kuomintang. One 
person Said that the tong helped newcomers to find jobs and 
places to live; others acknowledged the tong's control over gam- 
bling operations. Lillian Wong Fong described its membership in 
the twenties:“It's just like any kind of tong; mainly the older 
men，lke my dad and Mr. Gee，were members，Most all the 
old-timers in Vallejo were affiliated with the Hop Sing Tong at 
one time or another.” 

The Kuomintang was quite active in Vallejo，reflecting the 
Chinese community's interest in developments in China. An 
important political link between Vallejo's Chinese and San 
Francisco's Chinese community was Yuen Tom.， According to 
Larry TIom his father served as the representative for Vallejo's 
branch of the Kuomintang. The group rented $01 Sonoma Street 
and listed itself variously as“Young China Association” and 
“Chinese Nationalist League” in the 1912 一 13 and 1918 business 
directories. 

ITIhe space at 501 Sonoma Street. was also Used for the chil- 
dren's Chinese language classes in the early 1920sS.Yuen Tom 
was known as principal，although he wasn't formally appointed. 
Larry explained that his father simply took it upon himself to 
hire teachers from San Francisco; he was also the de facto admin- 
istrator， collecting the two dollars per student and maintaining 
the school records. 


NEW OPPORTUNITIES, 1941-1960 


Yallejo's Chinese found opportunity in legitimate businesses 
during the war boom. Several people even said that Vallejo 
didn't suffer as drastic an economic decline as other cities during 
the depression because of the stability of government Jobs at 
Mare Island. Up to then opportunities had been limited，but 
individuals were able to capitalize on their experlience， For 
example，those who worked at Mare Island earlier had galined 
both communication and organizational skills and were able to 8&0 
on to contract work，such as food services at Vallejo General 
Hospital，Services were in demand during the war years, and the 
laundries and restaurants did well，In addition，during the war 
the Japanese residents in town were forced to relocate to the 


camps.， Many Chinese filled in in their absence, such as in the 
restaurants at the foot of Georgia Street，which were predomin- 
antly Japanese-run up to this time. 

By the 1940s and 1950s Vallejo's Chinese community began 
to take on 3a Stronger family nature. The second generation was 
growing up and establishing families，Other families moved into 
town, attracted by war-related job opportunities，especially blue- 
collar jobs at Mare Island.， Old-time bachelors were gradually 
passing .on，Some moved，while those with family ties stayed on. 

Chinatown and the waterfront area were demolished in 3 
redevelopment project during the 1960s.， It is unfortunate that 
concern for historical preservation and ethnic community aware- 
ne@Ss were not Strong at that. time，The Chinese community has 
maintained,， however， its cohesiveness， The Vallejo-Napa 
Chinese`Club is still active: the First Baptist Church has its Chi- 
nese fellowship。A Special event that brings ex-residents and 
residents of Vallejo together is the annual Ching Ming memorial 
Service，when the Chinese visit the several cemeteries in toOwn. 
Aside from creating a bond among the Vallejo Chinese，the 
event in a way is also a tribute to the earlier 8&enerations of Chi-

Instead, Low developed a program in 
terms of communication enhancement 一 
functlional phrases, making small talk with 
the customer. Low explained“Usually in 
an ethnic bank they transact and they Te 
gone, they don tmake any contact OF 
establish any rapport. . . What you do is get 
them to be cordial, more service oriented， 
(to nob yell across the bank .. .By doing 3 
lot of vidco taping, you can Show them.”

Low Says,，I don't 
have a magic wand.Icannot go in with 3 
group of people and say that all of a sudden 
Ican give youa strategy that you can take 
back with you.，Evcrybody is different, SO 
thats why its very Inportant for me to do 
an assesSmient a Speech profile. Some 
people have a grcater propensity for 
learning language than others.… 

Low said that the increasing population 
is Soulhern California, particularly of the 
foreign-borm, will mean more of a demand 
forher type of communication programs 
forthe professional community.

1987, AYSAP is the first city-wide attempt 
in SF to address substance abuse among

treatment prevention and rehabilitation to 
high-risk Asians 12 to 21. 


STRESS AND CONEFUSION 

“了 High risk” is defined as those with 
transitional problems of language, cultural 
andoreducation. Many Asian new immi- 
grantyouths drop out of school due to to 
stress and confusion. According to the 1980 
Us Census, Asian youths represents 20.6 驳 
of the total youth population in SF. With 
the numbers of Asians who have come to

SE in the last eight years, that ratio has 
certainly climbed higher. In the SF Unified 
School Districb Asians are 58.7% of the 
Students whose native ljanguage is other 
than English. 

Difbiculties with their new culture 
often lead these high-nisk youths into the 


juvenile justice system. In 1985 alone, the 


SF Juvenile Court reported 872 cases of 
Asian/Pacific Islander violators. Asian 
youths are coOnstantly faced with the 
conflicts between parental demands and 
old-world traditions on one Side, and 
Western expectations on the other. These 
conflicts lead many to Seek sources of relief 
though alcohol and other drugs. 

AYSAP works closely with the Youth 
Guidance Center and the SF Police 
Department to receive and treat referrals. 

AYSAP's approach involves coordi- 
nating anetwork of five youth-service 
Asian agencies: the Chinatown Youth 
Center, Japanese Community Youth 
Center, Korean Community Services 
Center, West Bay Filipino Multi-Service
